The  Central  Coal  &  Iron  Company  was  Incorporated  by  an  act  of  the  General 
Assembly  of  the  State  of  Kentucky  on  March  18,  1876.  Mr.  A.  Biederman  duPont  of 
Louisville,  Kentucky  was  one  of  the  incorporators  and  served  as  President. 

Mr.  duPont  operated  a  Street  Railway  and  a  paper  mill  in  Louisville  and  was  a 
grandson  of  E.  I.  duPont,  the  founder  of  the  Dupont  Powder  Company  of  Wllmliigton, 
Deleware  In  1802.  Biederman  duPont  did  not  pursue  the  powder  business  but  moved 
to  Kentucky.  This  move  would  prove  to  be  very  beneficial  to  many  people  of 
Kentucky  1  ri  the  years  ahead. 

The  Central  Coal  &  Iron  Company  acquired  vast  mineral  and  land  holdings  In 
Muhlenberg  and  Ohio  counties  and  was  one  of  the  largest  coal  producers.  Among'  the 
mines  they  operated  in  Muhlenberg  county  were  the  "GuylenaH.  This  was  formerly 
operated  by  the  Guylena  Mining  and  Manufacturing  Company  in  the  west  limits  of 
Central  City. 

The  "Muhlenberg"  formerely  the  Muhlenberg  Coal  Company,  was  located  at  Mercer 
as  was  the  "Mercer"  operation.  These  two  were  acquired  from  T5pp  and  Brizendine. 

The  "Green  River"  ,  formerely  operated  by  the  Green  River  Iron  &  Coal  Co. 

The  "Richmond"  formerely  was  operated  by  The  Richmond  Mining  Co.  This  was 
located  on  the  west  side  of  Green  River  and  was  located  about  one  and  one  half  miles 
from  the  river.  The  Elizabethtown  and  Paducah  Railroad  served  the  area  thus  giving 
the  operation  the  advantage  of  having  rail  and  river  transportation  available. 

The  "Stroud"  was  formerely  operated  by  the  Louisville  and  Stroud  City  Coal  and 
Mining  Company  and  was  located  in  Central  City. 

The  "Central",  which  was  sunk  along  side  the  Stroud,  to  my  knowledge,  was  the 
only  mine  which  was  originally  opened  by  the  Central.  Coal  &  Iron  Company.  The 
"Central"  was  the  largest  producer  of  the  mines  they  operated. 

The  company  acquired  the  holdings  of  the  Louisville  Coal  &  Coke  company's 
"John  Henry  Mine"  at  Central  City  but  I  find  no  evidence  that  they  ever  operated  this 
mine.  In  addition  they  operated  the  "Powderly"  mine  of  the  Greenville  Coal  Co. 
under  a  lease  from  1899  to  1904.  They  had  control  of  the  "Dovey"  mine  under  a  Deed 
of  Tr<ust  for  about  18  months  during  the  period  of  1891-93. 

Central  City  (formerely  Stroud  City  and  Owensboro  Junction)  was  named  for  the 
Central  Coal  and  Iron  Company  so  I  have  been  told. 

The  company  had  other  assets  outside  of  mining  in  Central  City  and  they  were 
largely  instrumental  in  the  development  of  the  town. 

In  Ohio  County,  the  company  operated  the  "Render"  which  was  located  at  Render.. 
It  had  formerely  operated  as  the  Render  Coal,  Iron  &  Mfg.  Co.  The  "McHenry"  and 
"Echols  Mines"  were  located  at  McHenry  and  Echols  and  were  previously  operated  by 
the  McHenry  Coal  Company. 

I  have  not  found  as  yet,  and  do  not  know  of  any  tokens  from  the  following  mines: 
Powderly,  Mercer,  Central,  Green  River,  Dovey,  Stroud,  Echols  or  McHenry  which  bear 
the  Central  name.  I  have  never  seen  an  aluminum  token  from  other  than  the  "Render" 
except  for  the  aluminum  token  from  the  Central  Coal  &  Iron's  bakery  at  Central  City. 

I  am  still  looking  and  hope  to  come  up  with  something  from  these  mines. 

The  Central  Coal  &  Iron  Company  transferred  their  coal  holdings  to  the  Central 
Coal  &  Iron  Company  of  Deleware  in  1914.  They  transferred  all  other  mineral  rights 
to  the  Central  Gas  Company  and  all  surface  holdings  to  the  Central  Land  Company  at 
that  time. 

The  Madison  Coal  Corporation  later  bought  some  of  the  coal  holdings  including 
the  Central  mine.  The  mines  in  Ohio  County  were  sold  to  some  former  employees  at 
a  rather  reasonable  price.  Several  thousand  acres  of  rights  were  sold  prior  to  1914 
to  various  individuals. 

The  Greenville  Coal  Company  purchased  much  of  the  land  between  Central  City 
and  the  Green  River  in  the  vicinity  of  Martwick.  The  Louisville  Coke  Co.,  later 
operated  the  Echols  and  the  Holt  Bros.  Coal  Co.  later  operated  at  McHenry. 

Thomas  Coleman  duPont  was  born  in  Louisville,  Kentucky  in  1863  and  came  to 
Muhlenberg  County  as  a  young  man  with  a  degree  in  Civil  and  Mining  engineering.  He 
started  work  as  a  coal  digger  and  mule  driver  and  was  well  thought  of  by  his  fellow 
workmen.  He  became  a  member  of  the  workers  union. 


THE  CENTRAL  COAL  AdD  IRON  COMPANY  (Continued) 

T.  C.  duPont  worked  his  way  up  to  President  and  Director  and  later  Chairman 
of  the  Board  of  the  Central  Coal  and  Iron  Company,  but  his  destiny  was  not  in  the 
mining  industry'. 

He  was  very  successful  in  developing  steel  mills  and  railroads.  In  1902,  when 
the  duPont  Powder  Company  was  100  years  old  and  was  about  to  be  sold  to  outside 
interests,  T.  C.  and  two  cousins  bought  the  company.  At  age  38,  T.  C.  became 
company  President  and  served  until  1515  when  he  sold  out  his  interest. 

His  influence  helped  launch  the  company  towards  becoming  one  of  the  industrial 
giants  of  the  world. 

He  was  elected  a  United  States  Senator  and  at  one  time  received  votes  at  a 
National  Convention  to  become  his  party's  nominee  for  President. 

T.  C.  built  a  concrete  highway  across  the  State  of  Deleware  at  a  cost  of 
four  million  dollars  and  donated  it  to  the  state. 

His  achievements  are  now  a  part  of  history  but  he  will  probably  be  best 
remembered  by  Kentuckians  for  buying  Cumberland  Falls  at  a  cost  of  $230,000.  and 
donating  it  to  the  State  for  a  park. 

If  not  for  the  effort  of  duPont  during  this  country's  wars,  we  might  be 
speaking  another  language.  We  owe  him  our  gratitude!!
